payment of $562,000 a year

Monday whether the city will continue in 1930 the 
policy of progressive improvement which it launched 
three years ago, or whether it will abandon this con- 
structive effort at civic advancement and “mark time” 
during the coming year. 


Edmonton's contemporaries are not “marking 
time.” The other western cities are planning to carry 
out improvement programs, some of them far more 
comprehensive than is proposed for Edmonton, in full 
confidence that the outlay will be justified by their 
growth in population, business and wealth, 

Is Edmonton to announce to the world that it is tbe 
one western city whose people lack faith in its future, 
are content with present conditions, and are willing that 
other centers should outstrip it in appearance, prestige, 
and commercial importance? 

The money bylaws which are to be submitted on 
Monday involve the borrowing of $878,500, to be in- 
vested in permanent improvements, The bond sale this 
week shows that the money can be secured on the best 
terms offering for municipal undertakings; terms which 
may not be available in another season. 

The city has made a profitable investment in the 
money that has been spent in street improvements and 
other permanent betterments during the last three 
years. Who would want to restore the conditions of 
three years ago? The projects scheduled for next year 
are no less necessary, and will be no less profitable, than 
those undertaken in these former seasons, 

The proposals are widely varied. They run all the 
way from hospital extension to the building of bridges, 
from the making of permanent streets to the building 
of an incinerator and the establishment of a recreation 
park, That shows in how many respects Edmonton has 
failed in the past to keep pace with the need for sys- 
tematic development of the facilities of modern city life. 

Every bylaw should be ratified; and this by a 
majority that will be worthy of the high destiny that 
Kdmonton people have claimed for their city, Every 
project on the fist is a necessary and urgent under- 
taking if Edmonton is to hold its position among western 
cities, and make another step toward the realization of 
the opportunities which belong to it because of location 
and of what has already been achieved,

MORE FIRE PROTECTION 


Edmonton people have been given 
plenty of cause this year to recognize the 
necessity of keeping the fire departmcnt 
up to the efficiency mark. That can only 
be done by a liberal provision of equip- 
ment; not only because the congested 
area is getting more widely extended, but 
because the erection of many large blocks 
demands equipment of types for which 
there has in the past been little need, The 
department is asking for $49,000 with 
which to buy new apparatus of the latest 
types, suited to the new requirements. 
That is one proposal that it would be folly 
to reject. 

THE BRIDGE BILL 

The Edmonton town site is split into 
two sections by the Saskatchewan river, 
and further intersected by ravines on 
either side of the river. Necessarily, the 
building and renewal of bridges adds a 
somewhat expensive item to the cost of 
street making and maintenance. 

The sum of $100,000 is included in next 
year’s capital estimates, with which to 
provide a second entrance to the south 
end of the high levet bridge and to replace 
bridges over three ravines, one on the 
south side and two on the north. As the 
element of safety enters into the calcula- 
tion in each case, as well as the question 
of making proper provision for traffic, 
the bylaw should carry with little oppo- 
sition. 


THE 97th STREET SUBWAY 


The subway under the Canadian Na- 
tional tracks on 97th street has to be put 
in next year if the railway is to be held 
responsible for half the cost of the under- 
taking. This under the agreement that 
was made between the city and the Na- 
tional management four years ago. 

The entire cost of the construction is 
placed at $254,000. By the agreement the 
National is obliged to pay half this cost, if 
the work is done before the end of next 
year. The Dominion Railway Commission 
will pay half the remainder, out of the 
funds for the protection of level crossings. 

That is to say, the city can get a $254,- 
000 subway for $73/500, provided the sub- 
way is installed in 1930. Should the by- 
law submitted on Monday for any reason 
fail to carry, the railway would be re- 
leased from its contractual obligation, the 
whole project would be up in the air, and 
the city would have to put in the subway 
a year or so hence with whatever amount 
of assistance it could wheedle out of the 
National management by negotiation or 
by appealing to the Railway Commission, 

As to the need of the subway, that is 
apparent to anyone who is at all familiar 
with the conditions, Separation of grades 
has been needed there for years, quite as 
really as at the C. P. R. crossing on 
Jasper avenue. It is unthinkable that the 
taxpayers should forego the opportunity 
to permanently establish traffic conditions 
at that point on a basis of safety and con- 
venience when this can be done at a quar- 
ter of the cost. 


CASH DOWN OR BORROW? 


This year’s addition to the Royal 
Alexandra hospital cost $85,000 more 
than the estimate. In order to complete 
the undertaking without delay, the city 
council paid out this sum over and above 
the amount that was authorized by the 
bylaw a year ago; trusting that the tax- 
payers will ratify the supplementary by- 
aw on Monday and thus make it possible 
to borrow the extra amount 

The same procedure was followed in 
regard to the airport development, cost- 
ing $35,000, rather than hold up all im- 
provement work there until next summer. 

In these two bylaws, therefore, the 
taxpayers are not being asked to say 
whether or not the expenditures shall he 
made. They have been made already. 

If octinell had legal warrant foy its ac- 
tion, which is to be supposed, the ques- 
tion that is being asked the taxpayers is 
whether they want to pay these sums out 
of next year’s taxes or borrow the money. 
For the time these sums, totalling $120,- 
000, have been taken out of current reve- 


nue. If the bylaws are defeated this | 
amount will have to be provided for when | 
next year’s mill rate is struck If the by- | 
laws carry, debentures will be issued and |

In its zeal to select the personnel of 
next year’s city council and school board, 
friend Journal undertakes to instruct its 
readers not only as to who they should 
vote for, but who they must try to defeat. 
It seems to have a particular antipathy to 
young men, and selects two of thcse by 
name whom it would like to see slaugh- 
tered at the Prat 

Mr. Gerald O'Connor is one of those 
singled out for this kindly attention. The 
Journal says he should be beaten in 
order that one of its own employees, Mr. 
Knott, may be elected. And it recom- 
mends its readers to accord the same 
treatment to Mr. 8. T. Bigelow, one of the 
candidates for the public school board. 

Why should these two contestants be 
thus picked out for sacrifice? Both are 
young men, of good standing; and surely 
it is desirable that young men be encour- 
aged to enter the lists in municipal elec- 
tions. Mr. O'Connor has been a resident 
of Edmonton for many years, served over- 
seas in the war, and is in every way quali- 
fied to give good service as an aldcrman, 
Mr. Bigelow is a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan, studied law at Os- 
goode Hall, and is a graduate of the Kings- 
ton military college. He has taken a kcen 
interest in educational matters and is well 
fitted for membership of the school board. 

In a free-for-all race, where there are 
more candidates than vacancies, it is in- 
evitable that selections for support have 
to be made. But to thus single out two 
men, against whom no accusation of any 
kind has bem made or can be made, and 
call for their defeat, is not ‘‘crieket”. This 
unfair attack should rally the friends of 
both Mr. O’Connor and Mr. Bigelow and 
materially strengthen their chances of 
election.
